hc giveth this Advice to cover his own Guiltinelſs, Yea, whoſa 
ts pinched with this reſtleſs Zozment, Doubteth all, ditlurberh = 
himſelf, ts alwaps frozen with Fear, and fired with Sulpittor, - 
having that wherein conſifteth all his joy, to be the b2eover of bis 
miſery, Pea, tt ts ſuch an heavy enemy to the Tappy cftate of

| dolto, whole Foztune, Ducceſs tn Wars agatalt his Fece, 
and bountiful courtefie towards his Friends in Peace, made him 
be greatly feared and loved cf all men. 

This Pandoſto had to Wife a Lady called B<llaria, by Birth 
Royal, Learned by Education, Fair by Nature, by Ucrtues 
Famnicus 
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Famous :; ©0 that it was hard to judoce, whether her Eeauty, Fot- 
tune, c2 UVicrtue, won the greateft Commenbation,. Dhele two 
| linked together in perfect Love, led their lives with ſuch Fottt-

diſpoſition, Dhep had not been marriedleng, but foztune ( willing 
toencreaſe their happineſs ) ſent them a @on, ſo avozned with the 
giftsof Nature, as the perfection of the Child greatly augment- 
ed the love of the Parents, ayd the joy of their Commons ; infs- 
mitch that the Bohemians to ſhcw their it: ward joycs by cvuLrarn 
Afttois, made YBonfires avd Triumphs, thiotio nu allche King- 
Dom * appointed Juſts anv. ZTurnics fo2 the Lonour of heir porng 
ÞP2ince + Whether reſozted not onlp his Nobles, but alls divers 
*__ Lings and Painces which were his Netghbotirs, willing to cw 
| thcir friendſhip they owedto Pandotio, and is win fame and glozp 
by their Proweſs and Ualour. Pandoſto, whoſe mind was ſraught 
with Ptincely Libcrality, entertained the Kings, Pyinces, and 
Foblemen, with ſuch fubmiſs courtcfie and magnifical bounty, 
that they all ſaw how willing be was to gratifie thctr god wills, 
making a gcncral feait fox «ll his Subjects, which continued by 
the ſpace of twenty days, all which time the Zuſts aud Turnies 
were kept, to the great content both of the Lozds and Ladies there 
pP2eſent, The Solemn Zriumph bcing once ented, the aſſcmblp 
faking their leave of Pandofto, and Bcllaria, the young Den ( who 
Vas called Garinter } was Nurlſed up in his houle, to the great 

36y and content of his Parents, 
Fo2tune envicus of luch happy ſucceſs, Utliing to ſhew ſome 
ficn of her Juconſtancy, turned her Utheel, anddarkned the bzight 
| Don of P2olpericy, with the miſty Clouds of miſtap anv miſery, 
[! Fo2 it ſo hapned, that Egitius King of $:cilia, Who in his peuth had 
ben bzoucght up with Pandoſto, befireus to cw, that neither tract 
ef time, 62 diſtance cf place, could piminiſh their fo2mer triends 
ſ:ip, p:0v:ded a Navy of jips, and ſayled into Bohemia, to viſit Hig 
61d fricnd aud Companion : Who Hcaring of His arrival went himz 
{c1f in perſon, and his Wife Bellaria, accompanicd with a great 
Train sf Lozds and Lavics to met Epgilſtuss and eſpping Him, 
alighted from his Poſe, cmbzacing him very lovingly p2otefting 
that nothing in the TWo2ld could have hapned moze acceptable to 
kim than his coming, wiſhing his Wife to welcome =_ old 
riend

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{rieud and acquaintance ; 3 who ( to ſhew how the liked him whom” 
her Pusband loved ) entercatned htm with ſuch familtar courceſie, 
as Egiſtus perceived himſelf to be very welcome. 
After they had thus @aluted and Embzaced each other, they 
mounted again- on Hozſeback, and rode toward the City, devi- 
ſing and accounting how being Childzen, thep had paſſed their 
youth in-friendly paſtimes 3 where by the means of the Citizens, 
Egiſtus was received with Triumphs and Shews, - in fuch ſs2t,that 
he marvelled how on fo ſmall a warning thep coutd make ſtich 
p2cparation. Paſſing the ſfkreis thus wich ſuch rare-@ights, they 
ode on tothe Palace : where Pandoſto entertained Egiſtus and his 
Sicilians, with ſuch ZSangqueting & Sumptuous Chear, fo Royalty, 
as they had alk cauſe to commend his Pztncely Liberalitp : Pea, 
the very baſeſf ave that was known to come from Sicilia, was uſcy 
with much courteffie, that Eyiſtus might cafily perceive Low both 
he, and his were honoured foz his friends ſake, 

Bzlaria ( whoin her time was the flower of Courteſie ) willing; 
to ſhew how unfeignedlp ſhe loved her husbandby his friends ens 
tertainment, uſed him likewiſe ſo familiarly, that her Counte- 
nance bew2ayed how her heart was affected toward Him 3; often- 
times coming her ſelf into his 33ed-Chamber, to ſe& if nothing 
ſhould be amiſs todifitke him. @hts honeſt familtarity encreaſev 
daily moze and mo2e betwirt them : fo2 Bzllaria noting in Egiſtus g | 
Wincely aud bountiful mind, adozncd with ſund2zp and ercellent 
qualities, and Epiſtus finding in her a Uertuous and Courteous 
Diſpoſition, there grew ſuch aſecret tiniting of their Afections, 
that the one could not be witheut the company of the other : infc- - 
much, that when Pandoſto was buſted with ſuch urgent aftairs, 
that he could not be pzeſent with his friend Egiſtus, Bellaria would 
walk with him into the Garden, aud there thep two in paivate 
pleaſant Devices, would paſs away thcir time to both their ce- 
tents, DThis'Cuſfome fill continuing betwire them 3 a certain 
Delancholly paſſion catring the Ptad of Panoſto, dzove hin; 
into ſundzp and doubtful thoughts. 

Firlft, he called to mind the WBrautp of his Wife Bellaria, the 
comelineſs and -b2avery of his {riend Egiſtus ; thinking that love 
was above all Laws, and therefoze tote ſtayed withno Law, that 
i£ was hard to put fire and Flax together without burning, cbat 
their 
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their cpen pleaſure might bzced his Decret Diſpleaſure. Ve con 
ſidered with himſelf that Egiſius wag a man, and muft ne&vs 
love : that his WWUife was a UUoman,--andtherefo2e (ubjce> to 
love ; andthat where fancy ſozced, friendſhip was of no fozce, 
Dheſe and ſuch like doubtful thoughts a long time Smothering 
in his ſtomach, began at laſt to bzeed in his mind a ſecret miſtruſt 
which encreaſed mp Suſpiticn, grew at laſt to a flaming jealcu- 
ſie, that ſo tozmented him, az he couldtake noreſt, Ye then began 
to meaſure all their actions, and miſconſfrue of their to p2ivace 
familtarity,-. juvging that it was not foz honeſt affection, but fo2 
Miſo:divate faricy t (o as hebecan to watch them moz2e narrowly, 
to ſe if be cetildget any true 02 certain p2of to cenfirm his peubts 
{ul Puſpiticn, VUUhile thus he noted their loks and geſtures,and 
ſuſpectedtherr thoughts, andmeaning, they two filly Souls, who 
dcubted nothing of this hts Treacherous intent, frequenting dat- 
{y each others company 2 Which dzove him into luch'a Frantick 
paſſion, that he began to bear aſccret hate to Egilius, and a lowzing 
Countevance to Bcllaria : who marvelling at ſuch unaccuſfomey 
frowns, began to caſt beyond the Pon, and to cnter intoa thou- 
fand thoughts, which way ſhe ſhould offend her husband but fint- 
ine tn her (cif a clear Conſcience, ceaſed to mule till ſich time as 
ſe wicht find oppoztuntty to demand the cauſe ofhis dumps, Jn 
the mcan time Pandoſto*s mind was ſv ſurcharged with jealouſie, 
that he no longer Tot:beed, but was aſſured, as he thought, thar 
bis friend Egilius entred a w2ong( point tn his Tables, and fo had 
p?ayed him falſe play. Whereipon dcfirons to revenge fo great 
an injury, he thcughe belt to dfflemble the grudge, with a fair and 
friendly Ceuntenance 3 andſo under the ape of a friend, to ſkew 
tim the trickofa Foe 3 deviſing with htmſclf along ttme, tow he 
micht beff put away Epgilſtus, withoue Suſpition of Treacherous 
Burder, ccucluved at lalk to poyfſcn him, Which opinton pleaſing 
his humour, he became reſcluce in his determinaticn, andthe bets 
tor to bring the matter to paſs, he called to him his Cup-bearer, 

ich whom in ſecret he brake the matter + p2omiſing him 
ſo2 the perfozmance thereof, to give Him a” thouſand Crowns 
of yearly Kevenuc. His Cup-bearcr, cither being of a gwd 
Cenſcience, 02 willing fo2 faſiicon ſake to tenp fiich a Bladp 
Requeſt, began with great Reaſons to perſwade i” 
rom 
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from this determinate Miſchief ; fewing h{m what an offcuce 
Murther was to the Gods, how much cuvatural actions did moze 
riſpleaſe the heavens then men ; evd tha cauſcleſs Crielty did 
fe!dom 02 never ſcape without revenge + he laiv befo2e his face , 
that Epiſtus was his frtend, a King, andone that was come into 
his Kingdom to confirm a League of perpetual Amity betwixe 
them 3 that he had, and did hew him a moſt Friendly ceunte- 
nance : Yow Ey1ifius was not enly henoured of his own people by 
obedience, but alſo loved of the Bohemians for bis corricfie 2 any 
that if he ould now without any juft o2 manifeſt Canſe, poplor 
him, tit would not onecly be a great diſhonour to his Fajeſfy, any 
a means to ſow a perpetual Tnmity becween the Sicilians and the 
Buhemians, but alſo his own Subjects would repine at ſtich Zrea- 
cherouns Cruelty, Theſe any ſuch like perſwaſions of Franion, 
( foz lo was his Cup-bearer called ) could no whit p2evail to diſ- 
ſwade him from hts Develiſh Enterpzize : Lut remaining refe- 
lute in his Determination, his fury 10 fired with rage, as it could 
not be appealed with reaſon, he began with bitter Taunts to take 
up his man, andtolay befoze him two XEaits, Pzeferment any 
Death 3 ſaping, that if he would poyſon Egittus, he would advance 
him to high Diguities - but if he refuſed to do it of an obſfinate 
mind, no Zozcure ſhculd be tw great to requite his Diſobedience. 
Franion [&ing that to perſwade Pandoſio any moze, was but to 
ſtrive againft the ſfream, conſented as ſon as oppoztunitcy woulx 
give him leave to diſpatch Egiſtus, wherewith Pandoſto remained 
ſomewhat ſatisfied, Hoping now he ſhould be fully revenged of 
fuch miltrulſted Injuries : intending alſo as ſon as Egiſius was 
dead, to give his Wife a SDop of the ſame Sauce, andſo to be ri} 
of thoſe which were the cauſe of his reſtleſs ſo2zrow: while thus he 
{ived in this hope, Franion ( being ſecret in his Chamber ) began 
to meditate with himſelf iv theſe terms. 


A?P Franion 3 Treaſon is loved of many, but the Trayto? is 
hated of all ; unjuſt offences may fo2 a time eſcape without 
danger, but never without revenge. @Dhou art ſervant to a Bing, 
and muſt obep at command, yet againſt all Law and Conſcience 3 
It is not god to reſiſt a Tyzant with Arms, no2 to pleaſean un- 
jult King with obedience, What ſhalt thou do - Folly refuſeth

and a clear mind befoze Dignity 3 fo being poz, thou alt have 
rich Peace 3 02 elſe Kich, thon ſalt enjop diſquict, 


PRvion Having muttered cut theſe, o2 ſich like wozds, ſeeing 
EK either he muſt dye with a clear Pind, 62 live with a Spotted 
Tonlcience, was io cumbzed with divers Conttations, that he 
could take norcit, untill at the laſt he determined to bzeak the 
matter to Egiltus : but icartng that the King ſhould either ſuſpect 
62 bear of fuch matters, he concealed the device till oppoztunity 
would permit Yim ta reveal it, Lingring thus in a doubtful fear 
3 an, Tvening he went to Egittus Lodging, and- defired to ſpeak 
with him of certain affairs that couched the King ; after all were 
Temmianded out of the Chamber, Franion mave manifeſt the 
whole Conſpiracy which Pandoſto Had deviſed againſt Him, dc- 
Gring Egittus not to- account him a Traytoz fo2 bewzaping his 
Laliers Counſel, but to think that He did it fo2 Conſcience ; ho- 
max that although his Maſter inflamed with rage, oz increaſed by 
ome ſiniffer reyozis, o2 flanderous Dpeeches, had-imagined ſuch 
c4:;erels miſchief, pet when time ſhould pacifie his Anger, and 
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try thoſe Zale-bearers to be but flattering Paraſites, then He 
would count htm as a faithful ſervant, that with fure care had 
kept his Maſters credit, Egilius had not fully heard Franion tell 
fo2th his Tale, but quaking fear policſted all his Limbs, thinking 
that there was ſome Treaſon w2ought, and that Franion did but 
ſhadow his Craft, with thele falſe Colours 3 wherefoze he began 
to war in cholar, and ſaid that he doubted not Pandoſio,fith he was 
his friend, and there had never been as pct any b2each of Amity, 
he had not ſought to invade his Lands, to Conlptre with his 
Enemies, to diſlwade his Subjects from their Allegiance, but in 
wowd and thought he rcffed hits at all times ; he knew not there- 
foe any Caule that ſhouldmake Pandoſto to ſeek his death, bur 
ſuſpected it to be a compacted knavery of the Bokemians, to bzing 
the King and himto odds, Franion ſtaping him tn the midlt of 
his talk, told him ; That to dally with Pztnces, was With the 
Swans toſing againff their Death , and that if the Bohemians 
had mtended any ſuch milchief, it might have been better 
bought to paſs, then by revealing the Conſpiracy 3 therefo2e 
his Majeſty did ill to miſconſkrne of his ged meaning, fith his 
intent was to Hinder Treaſon, not to become a Trayto2 : And 
to confirm his p2omile, if it pleaſed his Majeſty to fly into Si- 
cilia, fo2 the ſafeguard of his life, he would go with him : and tif 
then he found not ſuch a pzactice to be pzetended, let his tmagt- 
ned Treachery be repayed with moſt MWonſkrous To2wmnents, 
Egiſtus hearing the Solemn Pz2otcſtations of Franion, began 
to conſider, That in Love and Kingdoms, neither Faith no2 
Law ts to be reſpected : Deubting that Pandoſto thought by 
his Death to deſtroy his men, and with ſpeedy Wars to invade 
Sicilia, Thele andſich like doubts thwoughly weighed, he gave 
great thanks to Franion, P2omiſing, if he might with life re- 
turn to Syracuſe, that he wouldcreate him a Duke in Sicilia ; 
Craving his Counſel how he might cſcape cut of the Country, 
Franion, who having ſome ſmall Skill in Navigation, was 
well acquainted with the Pozts and Yavens, and knew ihe dan- 
cer of © Dea ; Jopning in. councel with the Paſfer of Epiſtus 
Favy, Rigging all their Dhips, and ſetting them afloat, lect them 
ive af. Ancho2, tobe at the mo2e readineſs, when time and Wind 
Hould ſerve, Fo2tune, although blind, yet by chance favouring by 
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juft cauſe ſent them within fir days a god gale of Wind ; which 
Franion [ging fit fo2 ti;eir purpote, to put Pandoſto- out of luſpi- 
ct6n, the Night befoze he ſheuld tapl, he went tohim, and p2omt- 
ſev, That the next day He would put the Device in p2actice 3 toz l;e 
ba rot ſuch a fozcible Poyſon, as the very ſmcll chereof would 
P2ocure ſudden death, Pandofto was foyfuk to Heav this gap 
News, andthought every hour a day, fill he might be gluttey 
with this blody revenge : but His Dutc Had bur il ſuccels 2: fox 
Tpiſtus fearing that delaping might b2ed danger, and willing 
that the G2als ſhould not be cut from under hts feet, taking bagauy 
baggage, by the help of Franion, conveyed himſelf and his men 
out at the Poftern Gate of the City, ſo ſecretly and ſpeedily, 
that without any Duſpition they got to the Sea-N,02e + where 
with many a vittcr Curſe, taking thetr leave of Bohemia, thep 
vent aboard, weighing their Anchozs, and hoiltting Sail, thep 
paſied as fall as UUind and Dca would permit towards Sicilia; 
Eiſt's being a joyful man, that He Had {afely paſſed ſuch Trea- 
chcrous perils, Wut as they were quictly flcating oa the Sea, 
Pandofto and his Citizens were in an up2oar ; Foz fectug thas 
the Siclians, without taking their leave, were fied away bp 
nicht, the Bohemians fearevſome EZreaſon, and the King thought 
that without gucifion his Diuſpition was truc, feingthe Cup- 
Learrer had Lewzayed the Dum of his Secret pzetence. UUhereup- 
on he began to imagine that Franion, and his UUife Bellaria had 
conſpired with Epgiitus, anv that the fervent affection ſhe bare 
him, was the only means of his Dccret departure, inſomuch, that 
incenſed With rage, Le commanded that his UUife ſhould be cars 
xted firaight to paſon, untill they Heard further of his pleaſure. 
The Cuard unwilling to lay their hands on ſuch a Uertuous 
Punceſs, and yet fearing the Kings fury, went very fozrowfully 
to fulfill thetr Charge : Coming to the Queens Lodging, they 
found her playing with her Poung Don Garinter 3 unto whom 
with tears doing their meſſage, Bellaria aſfoniſhed atſuch a hard 


cenſure, and finding her clear Conſcience a ſure Advocate to plead 


i her cauſe went to the Priſon moſt wtllingly 3 where wich fighs 
_ + ſhe palled awaythe Time, till ſhe might come to her 
XLut Pandoſio, whole Reaſon was ſuppzeſſed with Kage, any 
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rage, fo that he was centent rather to put up a manifeff injury», 
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whoſe unb2idled folly was tncenſed with fury. Seeing Frahions 
had bew2ayed His Decrets, and that Egiltus might well be railey 
on, but not revenged, determined to weak all his UUracth on 
pew2 Bcllaria. Ve therefore cauſed a General P2oclamartion to 
ve made thzoughout all his Realm 3 That the Queen ano Egiſtus 
bad by the help of Franion, net oury committed moft incetiivts 
Adultery, but alſo had Conſpircd the Kings TEatY 3 v3 hereupon | 
the ZTraytoz Franion was fled awap with Egittus, aud Bellaria _ 
molt jultly impuiloned, This P2oclamation being once Vlazca 
thzougch the Country, although rhe vertuons diſpofiticn of rhe 
Queen did half diſcredit the Contents, pet the fo ſuvven and ſued} 
Uoyage of Egitius, and the ſecret departure of Franion, induced 
them ( the Circumtances thzoughly confivered) to think, that both | 
the PÞoclamation was true, and the King greatly envied 3 peg 1 
they pitied her caſe, where Corrowful that ſs god a Lady ſhould fe - 
croſied with fuch adverſe Foztune. Yut the King, whoſe reft- 
lcſsrage would admit no pity, thought that although he mighr 
ſufficiently reguite his UUives falſhod with the- bitter Plague of 
pinching Penury , pet his mind ſfoutd never be glued with 
revenge, till he might have a fit oppoztunity to repay tye Treaz 
chery of Egiſtus with a fatal injury. ut a Curit Cow hath of- 
tentimes f;o2t homs, anda willing mind, but a weak arm, Foz 
Pandoito, althounh he felt that Revenge was a Dyur to Utar, 
and that envp always p2offercth Dtcel, yet he ſaw thar Epgiſtus 
Was not ot uy of great Puſſance and P25weſte to withfiand him, 
but alls had manp Kings of his Ailiance to atd him, if necd ſhould 
require, fo2 fe WParried the @mpcrozs Daughter of Rufliz, Theſe 
-and the like Conſiderations ſometimes Tatnced Pandoliohts ceit- 
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with peace, then hunt after Revenge, £:{onour, and Xofs ; dc- 
terminting fince Egiſtus had eſcaped ſcet- -free, that Bellaria ſhould 
vay fo all, at an tinreaſonable Þ2ice, 

Remaining thus reſolute in his Octermination, Belaria con- 
tinuing ffill in Pziſon and hearing the contents of the Pzoclama- 
tion, knowing that Her mind was never torched with ſuch affect-

ſticking upon the Dands, tit refed, XFoztune minding to be wanton - 
( willing to hew that as ſhe hath wzincies on her Bzows, lo 
the hath dimples in her Cheks_} theught after ſo many ſowte - 
{wks to {end a feigned ſmile 3 and after a puffing ſfozm, to baing 
a P2ctty calm, fe began thus to vally, At foztuneda po merce- 
nary Dhepherd that dwelſed in Sicilia, who get his living by 
other mers Flocks, miſfed one of his Sheep, and thinking it had 
frayed into the Covert that was harv by, ſeunht very diligently 
to find that which he could not {e7, fraring either that the UUolves

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Caglics had undone him ( foz he was fo pw2, as a Shep was 
half his Subſtance ) wand?ed down towards the Sca Clitts, ft 
le if perchance the Dhep was b2swzing en the #ca Jvy, 
whereupon they do gently ted, ur not fin, ag tit there, as lg 
was ready to return to his Flock, He heard a Citld cry; biic 
knowing there was no YVeule neer, he th _ he had miſtaken 
the ſound, and that it was the blcating of his ſhoey, UUherefore 
{nking mo2e narrowly -as he calf his Tyes to the Da, be clpted 
a little Xcat, from whence (as he attentively liſtened ) he might 
heara cry tocome. Dtanding a god while in a maze, at laſt he 
went to the ſhoze, and wading; to the 2Soat 3as be lIokedin, he 
aw a little Fabe, Iying all alone. ready todye fo2 hninger andcold, 
wapped in a Pantle of Scarlet richly embzovdered with Gold, 
and havinga Chain about her neck, The Shepherd who had nc- 
ber bcfo2e loen fo fair a Wabe, no2 fo rich Aewels, thought aſſu- 
redly that it was ſome little God, and began with great Devotion 
toknock on his 152caſt, DThe Babe who wathed with her head to 
{xk fo2 the Pap, began again to cry afreſh ; whereby the pwy 
man knew that it was a Child, which by fome finifter mcans was 
d2iven thither by difſtreſs of UUeather +: marvelling why ſuch a 
ſilly Jnfant, which by the Bantle and Chain could not bur be 
bomn of Noble Parentage, ſhould be ſo hardly croficd with deadly 
miſhap, DThe pw2 Dhepherd perplexed thus with divers thoughts, 
twk pity of the Child, and determined with Himſelf to carry 
it to the King, that there it might be bzought up acco2ding to the 
UUorthincis ofthe 2Sirth,fo2 hts ability couldnot affo2d to Foſter ir, 
though his mind was willing to further it, ZDaking therefo2e 
the Child in his arms, he folded che Bantle tooicther, the better 
co defend ic from the Cold, there fcll down at his ft a very fair 
and rich Purſe, wherein he found a great Dum of Gold, which 
fight fo revived the ſhepherds Spirits, as he was greatly raviſed 
With joy and daunted with Fear ; joyful to fce fich a Sum in 
his Power, Fearful, if it ould be known, that it might baced his 
further danger. Neccſiitty wiſht him at the leaſt to retain the 
Gold, though he would not keep the Child : the ſimplicity of his 
Conſcience feared him frem ſuch a deceitful bubery. DThus was 
the poo2 man perplexed with a doubtful Dilemma, until at faſt 
the covetouſneſs of the Coyn overcame him 3 fo2 what will not 
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the greedy Tefire of Gold cauſe a Man to do + ©0o that he was 
reſolved in himſelf to Foſter the Child 3; and with the ſum co 
relieve his want, Refting thus reſolved wn this point, he left 
ſeeking his hep, aud as covertly, and as ſecretly as he could, went 
a by-way to his houſe, leaſt any of his Neighbours (ould per- 
ceive his carriage. As leon as he was gone home, entring in ac 
the dw2, the Child began tocry, which his Wife hearing, and ſ&- 
ing her Yusband with a Young Yate in his Arms, began to be 
ſomewhat jealous ; yet marvelling her Pusband ſhould be fo 
wanton ab2oad, fith he was ſoquiet at Home : L5ut as women are 
naturally given to believe the wozt ; ſohis Wife thinking it was 
ſome Waltard, began to crow againlt the god-man, and taking up 
a Cudgel ( fo2 the moſf Paſter went Bzeechieſs ) [wore folemulp 
that ſhe would make Clubs Trump, if he bzought any WBaſtars 
252at within her dz, Dhe god-man ſeeing his Wite in her Wax 
; jeſfy, with her Mace tv her hand, thought 1t was time to bow, 
fo2 fear of blows, and defired Her to be quiet, fo2 there was no 
ſuch matter : but if ſhe could hold her peace, they were made 
fo2 ever : And with that he told her the whole matter, how he had 
found the Childin alittle Boat, without aup ſuccour, w2apped in 
that coſtly Mantle, and having the rich Chain about her neck, but 
at laſt when he ſhewed her the Purſe full of Gold, ſhe began to 
Umper ſomwhat ſweetly : and taking Her husband about his neck, 
kifled him after her homelp faſhion, ſaping, that ſhe hoped God 
had ſeen their want and now meant to relieve their poverty 3 and 
[ging they could not get no Childzen, had ſent them this little 
Eabe to be their Peir. Take hed in any caſe(ſaid the ſhepherd)that 
you be ſecret, and not blab it out when you meet with pour Gol- 
Ups : Foz if you do, we are like not onelp to loſe the Gold and 
Jewels, but our other Gods and Lives. @ulh ( quoth his Wife) 
P2ofit is a g@d hatch befoze the dw2 3 fear not, Jhave other things 
[0 talk of than this, but J p2ay you let us lay up the money fure- 
Iy and the Jewels, leſt by any miJap it be eſpyed. After that - 
they hadſet all thingsin oder, the Shepherd went to his Sheep, 
with a merry Note, aud the good Wife learned to ſing Lullabp 
at home, with her young Babe w2apped in a homely Blanket in- 
ftead of a rich Pantle, Nouriſhing it ſo cleanly and carefully as 
it bagan to be a jolly Girl ; wo that thep began both of _ 
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to be very fond of it 2 and as it waredin age, ſo if encreaſed in 
beauty, The Dhepherd every night athis coming Home, would 
ſing and dance it upon his knee, and pzattle, that in a ſhozt time it 
beccan to ſpeak, and call him Dad, and her Bam. Aclaſt, when 
it grew to riper Years, that it was about ſeven years old, the 
Shepherd left keeping of othermens Shep, and with the money he 
found in the Purſe he bought him che Leaſe ofa pretty Farm, 
and got a ſmall Flock of @hap : which when Fawnia ( to? fo they 
named the Child ) came to the age of ten years, heſet her to keep 
Sheep, and the with ſuch diligence perfo2med Her charge, as 
the ep p2oſpered marveVouſly under her hand, Fawnia thought 
Porrus had been her Father, and Mopſa her Pother, ( fo2 ſo was 
the Shepherd and his Wife called ) and honoured and obeyed 
them with ſich Reverence, as all the neighbours vzaiſed the Duz 
tiful obedience ofthe Chiid, Porrus grew in a ſho2t time to be a 
man of wealth and credit + Fo2 Foztune ſo favoured him in havs \ 
ing nockarge but Fawnia, that he began to purchaſe Lands intends 
ing after His death to give it to his Daughter : fo that divers rich 
Farmers Sons came as Worers to his houſe. Foz Fawnia was 
ſomthing cleanly attired, being of ſuch fingular Feauty and ex- 
cellent Wit, that who ſaw Her wotld have thought he had: been 
ſome Yeavenly Nymyh, and nota moztal Treaturez -Jaſomuch, 
that when ſhe came to the ane of fiften pears, ſhe ſo encreaſed 
with exquiſite perfection both of Bodp and Mind, as her naturaf 
diſpoſition did bew2ay that ſhe was boznof ſome high Parentage, 
Eut the People thinking ſhe was the Daughter of a Shepherd ;. 
Porrus refted onelp amazeb at her Beauty and UUit, Yea, the 
won ſuch. favour and commendations in every mans eye, as her 
Weauty was not only p2atſed tn Her Country, but alſoſpoken of 
in the Court, Pet ſuch was her ſubmiſs modeſty, that although 
her pzaile daily encreaſed, Her mind. was no whit puffed up with 
P2ide, but humbled her ſ\clf' as became a. Country Maid and the. 
Danghter ef a poz Shrphery. Every day ſhe went foxth with 
or Sheep to the Field, keeping them with ſuchcare and diligence 
as all men ſaw ſhe was very painful, She defended her facc 
from the heat of the Sun with no other vail, but with a Garſand 
made of Boughs and Flowers, UUhich Attire became her ſo gal- 
jantly, as ſhe ſ@med to be the Goddeſs Flora Her ſelf fo? beauty. 
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Foztutne who all this while had chewed a friendly face, becrarr 
now to turn her back, andto ſhew a lowing countenance 3 intends 
ing as ſhe had given Fawnia a flenver check, ſo ſhe would give 
her a harder mate. Do bing which to paſs, the latd her train out 
this wiſe t Egiſius had but one only ©on called Dorafius : about 
the age of twenty years a Pzince lo decked and avozned with the 
gifts of Nature, ſo fraught with beauty and vertuous Qualities, 
28 not -only his Father joyed to have fo gooda Don, but his 
Commons rejorced that God had ſent them \ſo Noble a Pzince to 
ſucceed in the Bingdom, Epiſtus placing all his joy in the per- 
fection of his Don ( ſ&ing that He was now Barriageable ) ſent 
Ambaſſadozs to the King of Denmark, to intreat a Marriage bc- 
tween him and his Daucchter, UUho willingly gonſeuting, made 
anſwer, That the next Dpzing, if it pleaſed Egiltus with his Don 
cocome tnto D-nmark, he doubted not but they ſhould agree upon 


- reaſonable conditions. Exgilias reſting ſatisfied with this friendly 


anſwer, thoughtconvenient in the mean time tobzeak it unto his 
Don, Finding thereio2e on a pay fit oppoztuntty, he ſpake tohim 
wm theſe Fatherly terms : 


TA? Oraſtus, Zhy Potith warneth me to pzevent the Wozd, and 

mine Ace to p2event the beſt, Oppoztunities neglected are 
ſigns of Folly, Actions meaſured by Time are ſcldome bitten 
with Repentance, Zhou art Poung, and J old; Age hath taught 
me that which thy Youth cannot conceive. 

I therefoze will adviſe thee as a Father, hoping thou wilt o- 
bey as a Child, Thou ſx&ft mp white hairs are Bloſſoms foz 
the Gzave, and thy freſh colours, fruit foz Time and Foztune 2 
ſo that it-behoveth me to think how to die, and fo2 the to care how 
to live, Py Crown J mult leave by Death 3 and thou enjoy my 
Kingdome by Succeſſion. WUherein, J hope, Wertue and 
P2oweſs ſhall be ſuch, as though my Subjects want my Per 
fon, yet thall-ſg in the my Perfection, That 'nothing may fail 
either to ſatisfie the Mind, o2 encreaſe the Dignities, the only 


care I have, is to ſee this well Warried befo2e 5 die, and thou 
come Dld.,

It hapned not long after this, That there was a. mEting of all 
the Shepherds Daughters in Sicilia, whithcr Fawnia was alls

a merry meeting : there ſpending che day in ſich bomelppaſtimcs.

As thus he Xod ina maze, one of his Pages tolt him, that the .. 
Maid with the Garland on Her Zead was Fawnia, that fair @hep- 
herdeſs, whoſe Ecauty was fo much talked of in the Court, 
Dorattus dcfirgus to: ſ&@ if Nacure Had avoznedher mind with any 
inward qualities, as ſie tad decked Her Jody with out warp . 
ſhape 3 began to queſtion with her, whoſe Daughter ſhe was, 
sf whar age, and how fie hazbeen trained up 2 - Who anſwered: . 
him with ſuch modeſt Reverence, and Jarpneſs of Wit, that - 
D>oraltus thought - her outward Beauty was but a Counterfeit 
to darken Her inward qualitics ; Wicndzing how lo Courtly 
XEchavicur could be fcund in fo ſtmple a Cottage 3 and cur- 
ſing Foztune, that had Havowed UUit and Eeautp with ſuch - 
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hard Fozttine, As thus he held her along time in that, Weanty 
fxing him at a diſcover, thought not to loſe the vantage, but 
ffruck him ſo deeply with an invenom'd Dhaft, as he wholly loft 
His Liberty and became a Slave ts Love, who befsze contemned 
3.ove 3 glad ts gaze upon @ pooz Dhepherdels, who befoze rc- 
fuſcdthe offer of a rich Pzinceſs. Fo? the perfection of Fawnia

Fawnia, ſomewhat appeating her gricts with theſe pithy per- 
ſwaſions, began after her wonted manner, to walk about her

Ve met by chance in his way Capnio, who trudging as faſt as 
he could, with a little Coffer under his Arm, to the Ship, and 
fpying Porrus whom he knew to be Fawnia*s Father, gcing tc- 
wards the Pallace 3 being a wily Fellow began to toubt the wer, 
aud therefoze croſt him the way, andasked him whither he was 
going fo early in the moning 2 

Porrus C who knew by his Face that he was one of the Court ) 
meaning ſimply, told him, that the Kings Son Dorz(ius deal 
hardly with him, foz he had but cone Daughter, who was a little 
beautiful, and that His Neighbour told him the young Punce. 
had allured her to Follpz he went therefs2e nowto complain tothe 
King how greatly he was abuſed, 

Capnio ( who flreight way knew the whole matter ) began to 
ſeth him in his talk, andſaid that Doraſtus dealt not like a Pzince, 
to ſpoil any po2 mans Daughter in that ſs2t 3 he therefo:e would 
vo the beſt foz him He could, becauſe he knew he was an honefl 
Pan, Nut ( quoth Capnio ) you loſe pcur labour in going to the 
Palace, fo2the King meanes this tay to take the Air on the Sca, 
and to go aboard of a Ship that lies in the PYaven z Jam geing 
befoze you ſe, to p2ovide all things in a readineſs ; And if you 
will follow mp counſel, turn back with me to the Yaven where A 
will ſet you in ſuch a fit place, as you map ſpeak to the King ar. 
your pleaſure, Porrus giving credit to Capnio's fmath Tale; gave 
him a thouſand thanks fo2 his friendly Advice, and went with 
him to the Paven, making all the way his complaint of Doraftus; 
yet concealing ſecretly the Chain and the Jewels, As ſon as 
they were come to the Sca-ſide the Pariners ſging Capnio, 
came to Land with their Cock-boat, who till diſlembling the 
matter, demanding of Porrus, if he would ſe the Ship, who unwil- 
ling, and fearing the wozff, becauſe he was not well acquainted 
with Capnio, made this excuſe, That he could not bzok the Deas, 
and therefoze would not trouble-him, 

Capnio ſeeing that by fair means he could not get him a- 
board, commanded the EY » that by viclence they 
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Tould carry him into the Ship, wholike fftrdp Lnaves hoiftcy 
the poo? Dhepherd on their necks, and bearing him to the oat, 
launched from the Land. 

Porrus ſeeing himſelf fo cunninglty betrayed, durſt not cry 
out fo2 he ſaw it would not p2evail : but began to intreat Cap- 
nio, and the Mariners tobe good to Him, and co pitty his cſlate, 
be was but a poo2 man that lived by his itabour. They laugiing to 
{x the Shepherd ſo afraid, mave as much haſte as they couldto 
ſect him abeard, Porrus was no ſoner in the Ship, but he 
law Doraſtus walking with Fawnia, pct he ſcarce knew her, foz 
te Had attired her ſelf in rich Apparel. which fo increaſed Her 
25cauty, thatſhe reſembled rather an fugel, then a moztal Crea- 
ttire, 

DorafFis and Fawnia were half aſtoniſhed to fe the old Dhep- 
yerd, marvelling greatly what wind had b2oughte him hither, 
till Capnio told them alt the whole difcourte, how Porrus was 
going tomake his complaint to the King, if by policy be had 
not p2evented him 2 and therefoze now fith he was aboard, to? the 
avoiding; of further danger, it were beft to carry him into ltaly. | 

Dorattus p2atſed greatly his mans device, and allowed of hts 
counſel : but Fawnia ( who (till feared Porrus as her Father ) began 
to bkiſh fo2 ſhame, that by her means he ſſould incur danger 02 
diſpleaſure, | 

The old Shepherd hearing this hard ſentence, that he {tculd 
on ſuch a ſudden be carried from his Wife , his Country , and 
kinsfotk, into a Fozraigu Land amongſt Strangers, began with 
bitter tears to make his complaint, and on his knees to intreat 
Doraftus, that pardoning His unadviſed folly he would give him 
{cave to go home 3 ſwearing that he would keep all things as ſecret 
as he could wiſh. ut thefe p2oteſfations could not pevail, al- 
theugh Fawnia cntreated Doraſtus very earneUlly ; but the Par- 
riners hoiſted their Sails, weighed Anchozs, haledinto the deep, 
where we leave them to the ſuccour of the Wind and Deas, and 
return to Egitius,

Y relts, calicd fo2 his Don Doraſtus, to go ſpo2t _— 
ecau 
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vecauſe He ſaw that of late he begai: co Tow2e + bit His nie 
made anſwer, that he was gone abzoadnone kyrew whether, cx- 
cept he was cone to the G2ove, to walk all alone, as his cuſtome 
was cverp day, FE) 

The King willing to awaken jim out ofhis dumps, ſent one 
of His men to go ſleek him 3 but in vain, fo? at kaff he returned, 
but find him He could not, ſo that the King went Himſelf to go 
lc the ſpo2t ; where paſling away the day, returning at night 
from hunting, he asked fo2 his Son, but be could not be bcary 
of, which d2ove the Bing into a great choller : whereupon, motf 
of his Noblemen, and other Cotirticrs poſted ab2cad to l&k him, 
vut they could not Hear of him th2ough all Sicilia 3 onlp they miſter 
Capnio his man, which again mide the Ling ſuſped that he wag 
not cone far. 

Zwo 0z th: days being paſſed, and no news heard of Doraſtus, 
Egitius being fearful. that he was devoured of lome Wild 
25caſts, commanded that a great Trop of men ſhould go to f&ek 
him, who coaffed though all che Country, and ſearched tn everp 
dangerous and ſecret place, untill at laſt they met with a Fiſh- 
erman, that was ſitting in a little Covert hard by the Sea ſide, 
mending his Nets, when Dorafius and Fawnia tok ſhipping 3 who 
being examined if he either knew o2 heard where the Kings Don 
was, without any excuſe at all, revealed the whole matter, how 
he was ſailed two days paſt, and had in his company his Man 
Capnio, Porrus, and his fair Daughter Fawnia. 


This heavy news was p2eſently carried to the King, who half 
dead fo2 ſozrow, commanded Porrus's wife to be ſent to : ſhe be- 
ing come to the Palace, after due examination, confeſſed that her 
Neighbours had oft told her, that the King's Don was tw fami- 
liar with Fawnia her Daughter 2 whereupon the Husband fearing 
the wot about two days paſt ( hearing the Bing ſhould go a 
hitnting, roſe carlp in the mo2ning, and went to make his com- 
plaint ) but fince the neither heard of him, no2 ſaw him. 

Egiſtus perceiving the womans unfeigned ſimplicity, let her 
depart withont incurring further diſpleaſure, concetving ſuch le- 
cret grief fo2 his Dons wieftleſs folly, that he had ſo fo2gotten

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Father and diſcredit himſelf, that with very care and thoughts 
fcll into a quartane Feaver 3 which was ſo unfit fo2 his aged 
yeares and complerion, and he became fo weak, as the Phyfitiang 
weuld grgnt him no life. , | 

But his Son Doraftus little regarded either Father, Ceuntry, 
02 Kingdome, in reſpect of his Lady Fawma : Fo2tune ſmiling 
on this young Novice, lent him fo lucky a Gale of Wind, fo2 the 
ſpace of a dap and a night, that the Pariners lay aſlep upon 
the Batches 3 but the next mo:ning alout the bzeak of day, the 
Air beeran toover-caff, the Windes to riſe, the Deas to\well ; yea 
p2eſently there aroſe ſuch a fearful Tempeff, as the Ship was in 
dancer to be lwallowed up in every Dea : the main VPalt with 
the violence of the wind was thzown over-loard, the Sails were 
$92n, the tackling rendcd afſunder, the Sto2m raging ſill ſofu- 
ricuſly, that pw2 Fawnia was almoſt dead fo2 tear, butthat ſhe 
was greatly comfozted with the p2eſence of Doraſtus. The Temz 
peſt continued the dayes, all which time the Fariners every 
minute loked foz Death 5 and the Air was ſo darkned with 
Clonds, that the Faſter ceuld not tell by the Compaſs in what 
Ccaſt they were, Ent upon the fourth Tap about ten ot the Clock, 
the wind bcgan to ceaſe, the &ca var calm, and the Sky to be 
clear, and the Pariners deſcribed the Coaft of Bohemia, fhwting 
cf their ©P2dinance fo2 joy, that they Had eſcaped ſuch a fearful 
Zempeft, 

Doraſtus Hearing that they were arrived at ſeme Parbour, 
ſwetly kiſſed Fawnia, and tade her be of ga@d cher : when they 
fold him that the Pozt belonged to the chief City of Bohcmia, 
Where Pandoſto kept his Court, Doralius began ts be ſad 3 know- 
ing that his Father hated vo man ſo much as Pandoſto,. and thac 
the King himſelf had ſcught to betray Egiſius : with this conft- 
ered, he was halſe afraid to ge on Land, but that Capnio couns 
ſelled him to change his name, and his Country, until ſuch time 
as they could get ſome other Wark to tranſpozt them into Italy ;

Pandofto amazed at the fingular perfection of Fawnia, ffod 
half aſfoniſhed, viewing her Beauty, ſo that he almoſt fozgot 
himſclf what he had to do ; at laſt with tern Conuntenance he de- 
mianded their Names, and of what Country thep were, and what 
cauſed them to Land in Bohemia ? Sir, ( quoth Doraſtus ) know 
at my Name 1s Meleagrus, a Knight, bon and bzought up in 
ITrapoloniaz and this Gentlewoman whom J mcan to take to 
nip Wiſe, is an ltalian, bon in Padus, from whence IJ have 
now bzoucht her. The cauie J have ſo ſmall a Train with me, 
is, fo2 that her friends unwilling to conſent, Jintended lecrecty

deſtreſs of weather, J was dziven into theſe Ceafſls. D@hus yr 4; 
have heard mp Name, my Country, andthe cauſe of my Uoya<e., 
randoſto ſtarting from his &cat, as one in a Cheller, mate tis
